But now, Gentlemen, as J was before en- 
deavonring to prevent your running too 
faft one way, pray let me give the fame 
Advice abovt rnnning too faft the ocher— 
Tho’ we are difappointed, and GOD for 
eur Sins has not thought fit to fucceed this 


great Undertaking—— Be not difcouraged, « 


the German Army is not beaten, they are 
yet vittorious, formidable and {uperiour. 

All can be faid, is, we have not obtain’d 
all we came fors but we have obtain'd what 
could never be ebtain’d before; we have 
pierced into France, in{uited, bombarded, 
and infinitely damaged the Town, Ships 
and Magazines, and we are now iw Poffef- 
fion of the French Frontiers. 

Prince Eugene remains, the Duke of Se- 
voy is whole, their Army will not run a- 
way nor be beaten away—- The Frewch wild 
retreat from them {till on all hands——I dare 
fay, I may advance this, they will not fight 


him. 

And what’snext? —I°0 tell you/what’s . 
next, King Charles will be reliev'd, the 
French Countries ravaged, Contributions 
raifed, and perhaps the French Army puth'd 
to fome Extremities, we are not yet aware 


of. 
Be 
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Be not difcouraged therefore,Gentlemen, 
Prince Eugene will now have Troops to 
{pare to Curalonid, and perhaps to Bavaria, 
to prevent the Equivalents we were talking 
of ; and what if} fhould fay, he fhall now 
be able to pafs the Rhone, and fupport,arm, 
raife, and ftand by the poor ruin’d Cami- 
fars What’s next then 7 

I muft wave what I had to fay encourag 
ing in this Affair, to make a Digreffion 
here—Do you ask ine what’s next ? 

Why Vil tell you, Gentlemen, the Re- 
demption of the Church of France isnext: 
Then we will have fome Expeézation that 
fpirited from Heaven, and the Time of 
their Warfare being accomplifhed, that 
captivated Church, difpers’d and fcatter’d 
over the-Face of the Earth, on whofe Back 
deep Furrows ofA ffii@ion have been plough- 
ed by the mercilefs Enemy, fhall be reftor’d 
not to its primitive Luftre, but to a great- 
er Glory than it ever yet enjoy’d, confift- 
ing in a greater Purity as well as Liberty, 
than-ever yet was their Portion. 

And here pray,Gentlemen, give me leave 
to tell you a (hort Paffage a little Hiftorical 
of the paft Behaviour of that great Church, 
alittle before the Diffolution of her Libeity 
in France, as | (ome time fince receiv’d it 
from one who was prefent at the Time. 

Ie muft, by my Calculation, be about 
the Year81, or thereabouts, when after the 
Refolutions of the King of France, entirely 
to fupprefs the Proteftant Religion, feveral 
terrible Edi@s were publifhed in order 
more and more effeQually to root out their 
Pofterity.Some ofwhichshave-had thetoo po- 
litick Effect they wickedly projeéted, viz.To 
make the very Children of the Proteftants 
be the Perfecutors of their Fathers. 

Perhaps I may not in orde. of Time fet 
down exaétly thefe Ediéts, efpecially now, 
being giving you only the Abftra& of a 
very melancholy Story 3 but thefe three 
things were Part of the Method then taken. 

1. That the Children of Proteftants 
fhould be taken from them, and educated 
in the Popifh Religion —Let but any Roman 
Catholick, that isa Father of Crildren, fay, 
if any thing can link deeper in the Soul of a 
tender Parent, than to fee his Children 
faatch’d fromi him by Violence, bred up ia 


what he believes to be Jdolatry, and hur- 
ried before his Face into the Jaws of the 
Devil? 

2. That whoever was fick, fhoula have 
no Phylician to vifit him, er prefcribe Me- 
dicine to him, unlefs he declar’& himfelf in 
his Sicknefs, in Prefence of a Prieft, to em- 
brace the Roman Catholick Religion ; and 
all Phyficians were prohibited vifiting, or 
adminiftring Phyfick to any Proteftant, but 
en thcfe Terms. 

3. That no Woman with Child fhould 
have the Affiftance of any Midwife, but on 
thefe fame Conditions. 

-I might enlarge on the Particulars of the 
Edi&s, and the Severities pra@ifed on the 
miferable People in Confequences of them. 
—But as I ftill retain the Refolution, GOD 
permitting , to reftore thefe Papers to their 
firft Defign, viz. A REVIEW of the Affairs 
of France, trom whence I have fo long, J 
hope not unprofitably, digrefs’d : I cannot 
queftion, but I fhall then have Room ‘to 
Bivea true Scheme of the Methods taken 
by the Court of France, to fubvert the 
very Foundation of the French Church, and 
by the mofteffe&ual Methods root out, if 
poihible, the very Name of it from the 
World. 

But this isnot my Purpofe here, I return 
to my Story ; The Proteftants had yet their 
Churches at the Time I am {peaking of, 
and thefe Ediéts were not all brought to 
Perfetion ; But-they eafily forefaw their 
Deftru&ion at hand, and what Courfe ta 
take to preventit they knew not; bot like 
as was the Pra@ice of all the Churches of 
Chrift in the World, they appointed a fo- 
lemnFaft among themfelves,to humble theme 
felves under the Apprehenfions of the ap- 
proaching Judgments of GOD, and to pre- 
pare themlelves to fuffer, whatever fhould 
be determiaed by GOD’s Providence to be 
their Lot. 

The great Church at Charenton was the 
Place, where the Part I am upon was aéted ; 
the Affembiy was fo great, I dare nota- 
vouch, what I have heard the Gueffes of 


-fome amount to, as to Numbers 5 ‘but the 


Train of Nobility and Perfons of the firft 
Rank, the Appearance of Coaches and Re- 
tinue was fuch as feem incredible in the 
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Relation, and therefore I choofe to wave 
that, ia telling you chat it was the greateft 
Aflembly, that perhaps was ever (een on 
any Occafion of a Religious Nature, in 
thefe Parts of the World. 

Three Minifters preached within the 
Church, and three or fix without Doors to 
the People, who by Reafon of the Croud ia 
the Church could not come near. 

The firft Minifter preached of the fatal 
Influence of National and Publick Sins, and 
how the Judgments of GOD were atten- 
dant upon the Sins of Nations, Societies 
and Churches, upon their unfuitable walk- 
ing in the Enjoyment of Privileges and Prof- 
perity; and rnnning thro’ a Catalogue of 
the flourifhing Churches in the World, 
which GOD had forfaken for their Sins, 
brought his Subje& down to the prefent 
Condition of the Church of France, and fo 
feelingly apply’d his Do@rine, that put the 
whole Affembly into Tears. 

Thefecond Minifter preach’d of the Du- 
ty of Chriftians, to continue faithful co their 
Profeffion under the fadeft and fevereft Dif- 
penfations of GOD’s Providence,and bring- 
ing Examples from Antiquity of the Con- 
ftancy and Glory of the fuffering Chriftians 
in all Ages, encouraged the People toown 
their Mafter, and confefs Chrift Jefiis be- 
fore the World, let the Perfecution be of 
what Nature, and arifing to what- Degree 
foever. 

The third and lat Minitter was the truly 
famous Monfieur Cloud— Who-after having 
‘preagh’d a ‘moft moving Sermon to them, 
upon the particular Sufferings of the Prote- 
ftant Churches in France, the feveral Per{e- 
cutions they had undergone, and from 
thente defcended to their cwn particular 
Cafe—He brought down. - Difcourfe toa 
fad Reprefentation of their prefent Circum- 
fiance, and the Speétacle was too fad for 
me to reprefent it in Words ; the Paffions, 
the Monrnings, and the Extafies of the 
People, which the Sence of their Condition, 
and the Power of his wonderfalj[Eloquence 
eccafion’d, are not to be exprefs’d. 

Were J not in this remote Part of the 
World, and abfent from the Minutes I took 
long ago of thefe things, I might give you 
the particular Texts they preach’d from; 
but that Imay do hereafter. 

The Reafon of my giving you this long 


Part of the Hiftory, is for this Part of the 
Work of the Day which remains. ~ 

Mr. Cloud after the Sermon— Began a: 
particular Difcourfe-to the People without 
any Text— Wherein reciting whata Heigth 
the Enemies. of. their Church were come 
to, and how powerful, that there was no- 
thing now to be expeéted but the cruelleft 
Perfecution—-He was, whether by a Prophe- 
tick Spirit or no, I leave to the Iffues of Pro- 
vidence to determine by the Event, carry’d 
out beyond his ufual Method, that for half 
an Hour’s Time or thereabouts, with his 
Eyes fix’d up to Heaven, and in the great- 
eft Rapture or Extafie imaginable, he run 
oh in telling them, to what Extremities 
the Church of: France fhould be reduc’d, 
how be featter’d, how they fhould be ba- 
nifhed, imprifoned, put to the Galleys, to 
the Torture and to Death ; that it fhould 
not only be a violent,but a long Perfecution, 
and fpake moft unaccountably of the Extent 
and Effeé of the Perfecution— But after all 
affur’d them, with a Boldnefs that feem’d 
grounded almoft upon immediate Kevela- 
tion, that altho’ their Eyes might not, and 
few fhould live to fee it, yet that the Church 
of France fhould be brought up from her 
Captivity, and afer long and bitter Suffer- 
ings fhould become 2 moft glorious Chu: ch,. 
fhould be reftored to greater Liberty and 
gfeater Profperity than ever fhe enjoy’d-;, 
fhould be eftablifhed even by her Enemies, 
and fhould exceed both in Namber, and ia 
the Power of Religion, the greateft Prof- 
perity of their Ancefters. 

After the Sermons were ended— Their 
Seffio:, which according to their Model of 
Church Government is known, had their 
Meeting, in which the late Duke, then 
Count Schombergh, fate as an Elder, and 1 
think the prefent E. of Galloway alfo, tho’ I 
‘am not fo pofitive in thar. 

In this Meeting it was agreed to make an 
hvvable AddrefS to the King for his Cle- 
mency to the Proteftants, and to try if 
poffible, they might obtain tome Mercy for 
their then expiring-Church--This Addrels 
Monfieur Cloud drew vp in the moft humble,, 
moving and fubmiffive Terms imaginable, 
and fully expreffiye of their lamentable Cen- 
dition. 

‘But all the Favour they could cbtain, was 
an Anfwer. of. Terror, wiz, That nothing 
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was to be expedted,only the King of France 
digned a Warrant with his own Hand to 
Monfieur Cloud to depart the Kingdom ; 
and.even this was granted as a Favour, and 
the Keafon affign’d for that Grace, was bis 
extraordinary MaRerfhip in the Zrench 
‘Tongue. 

I havedone with my Hiftory ; theAuthori- 
1 have for the Relation, is fuch as, I think, 
I can very well depend upon the Matters of 
Fa, or elfe I would not have ventur’d to 
have related it if it fhould errin any Cir- 
cumftance, which I fhould be glad any Body 
would be fo kind to affift in corre&ting, the 
Ufe of it will ftill remain. 

Now, Gentlemen, if Prince Eugene’s 
-Army puthes on, Montieur Cloud’s Prophe- 
tick Extatie muff certainly be at hand, and 
now is the Time for the Proteftants in Lan- 
guedoc to put their Hands to the Work, and 
wake out of the Sleep of defpairing Cir- 
cumftances ; they feem to-be fummoned by 
Heaven to the Agency of their own Deli- 
verance, and to make ftrong Sollicitations 
for the powerful Proteétion of the Allies, 
as well as ftrong Efforts to the recovering 
by a legal Force, what by the Infernal Vio- 
lence of a perjur'd Race was ravifhed from 
them, I mean, their Liberty granted by 
an inviolable Edi& to them and their Po- 
fterity by Henry 1V. as the Purchafe of 
their Blood, at the Expence of which they 
fet that great, tho’ Apoftate Monarch on 
the French Throne. 

Here’s the Foundation now of all our 
War, and why may sot the Ruin of the 
French Greatnefs be referved in the Wif- 
dom and Juftice of Heaven, to be brought 
to pafs by the very fame Methods and Po- 
wer by which it was rais’d, and the great 
Law of Retaliation be eturn’d againft this 
Monarch 3 that the very Hands of thofe, 
whom he opprefs'd, fhould pull bim down, 
and his Crime may be made vifible in the 
Punifhment? ) 

This would be glorifying Divine Juftice 
ina Manner peculiar to the general Me- 
thods which GOD Almighty has been al- 
ways pleas’d to take to glorifie it— I mean 
by forming a vilible Connection between 
Crime and Vengeance,even frem Adonibezec, 
Abab, and other Scripture Inftances, to the 
Englifb Revolution 5 in all which Time, 
Hiftory is full of the reinarkable Fall of Ty- 
rants, by the very Hands of thofe they 
have opprefs'd.
